PENTON VILLE PRISON, Lon­ 
don. March 8 
Pvt. Karl Gustav 
Hulten, 23, a Boston, Mass , para­ 
trooper, was hanged today for the 
$30 murder of a taxicab driver. 
He was the first American to 
die on a British gallows, home of­ 
fice records showed. 
Only a scant dozen prison offi­ 
cials witnessed the hanging in a 
small, enclosed courtyard of an­ 
cient Bentonville prison. Notice of 
the execution was posted on the 
prison gates a t 9:09 a. rn. as the 
prison flag dipped to half-staff. 
A crowd of 250 men and women 
milled about the gates despite re­ 
peated shooing by police Mrs. Vio­ 
let Vanderelst, crusader against 
capital punishment, was arrested 
when she attem pted to enter the 
prison gates in a truck shortly 
after 9 a. rn.

Senators differed In predictions 
as to the type of bill that will be 
passed. But virtually none expect­ 
ed it to be the tough work-or-else 
cd by the house more 
ith ase. 
test votes in the senate 
indicated that if any 
manpower bill is approved it will 
be the substitute measure written 
in the senate military affairs com­ 
mittee 
The substitute would eliminate 
completely the house-approved la­ 
bor draft for men from IS to 45. 
It emphasizes the elimination of 
labor hoarding and puts legal force 
behind War Manpower Commis­ 
sion regulations for employment 
ceilings and hiring controls. 
The only penalty provision was 
aimed at employers who violate 
such employment ceilings. They 
would not be allowed to figure the 
wages of excess employes in war 
contracts or in computing operat­ 
ing expenses for income tax pur­ 
poses 
Two more attem pts to put other 
penalty provisions in the bill were 
In prospect, however. 
Sen Joseph H Ball. R . Minn., I 
wanted to put in a $5,^00 fine and 
©ne year in jail tor any employer ( 
who violates employment ceilings

Sen. Josiah H Bailey. D , N. C , 
wanted to Insert the house-ap­ 
proved feature that any man from

ment for refusal to take an es­ 
sential war job. A similar Bailey 
amendment was rejected yester*, 
day by a smashing vote of 50 to 23. 
The senate subsequently reject­ 
ed 54 ti T7, a so-called anti-loaf­ 
ing pro virion which would have 
assessed those penalties on men 
IS to 45 for failure to take any , 
job. regardless of its essentiality 
to the war effort.
